CURIOUS KOREAN CUSTOM. 


T h e B a t tle «rf Stone* W h ic h M a rk * 
HelliontnK of 
Y ear. 
One of the most curious customs in 
Korea marks the advent of the new 
year. This is the battle with stones, 
participated In by Inhabitants of Seoul. 
At a spot about a mile and a half out­ 
side the city walls, on the main road to 
the llan river, the people assemble by 
thousands either as witnesses of or par­ 
ticipants in this truly remarkable exhi­ 
bition of warlike good will. By prevl-1 
ous arrangement piles of stones are In 
readiness, all carefully selected aud of 
a convenient size. 
W ithout previous selection of com­ 
batants the participants form them- J 
selves into o p in in g armies, about the 
only qualification for service being ap­ 
parently the ability to hurl a stone at 
the advancing forces of the enemy. At 
first the stone throwing is at long range 
and uninteresting, but as the throwing 
continues the forces draw nearer, and 
the light waxes fast and furious, men 
being detailed to collect the stones into 
heaps again or fetch fresh ammunition 
for the firing line. 
Then the clash 
comes, the two bollies meet, fierce rush­ 
es are made, stones are discarded, and 
knives and clubs ave freely used. Tho 
clash of weapons, the screams of the 
combatants, the surging muss of men, j 
some being trampled to death, now 
falling, now struggling to their feet, the 
blood flowing from numerous cuts—the 
whole goes to make a picture that de­ 
picts anything but the Joy we attribute 
to the coming of a new year. The fight 
is kept up until the clang of the great 
city bell tells the combatants that it Is 
time to return home. 
Perhaps the most singular feature 
of the celebration is that during tho 
remaining eleven months of the year 
the Korean is as amiable a person as 
can be found in any country, and by 
some writers the average Korean is 
characterized as the most abject cow­ 
ard on the face of the earth. 
But, cowards or no cowards, the 
Korean people still indulge, as they 
I have for years, In this annual warlike 
welcome of the new year. Indeed it is 
legal In Korea to fight not only on 
New Year's day, but during the first 
moon or month of the year. The cus­ 
tom has become a national Institution, 
sanctioned 
by the 
government and 
patronized by the king and the nobili­ 
ty. 
The police attend the battles, but 
merely to keep order among the specta­ 
tors. 
Fighting Is the Korean’s privi­ 
lege with the advent of each new’ year, 
and he is expected to exercise tlmt 
privilege to the extent of his ability if 
he would be accounted a good, country 
loving Korean.-N ew York Tribune.

There are three phases of sense in 
fish particularly interesting to the an­ 
gler—their exquisite powers of hearing, 
of seeing and their subtle, abnormal 
sensitiveness to atmospheric influence. 
With all our experience and study it is 
doubtful if we have arrived at auy- 
rtiing like a full estimate of the acute 
Sensitiveness with which fish are en­ 
dowed. 
I devote this article to hear­ 
ing. 
By hearing I must obviously be | 
understood to mean their power of ap- i 
predating the vibration caused by 
sound, the conductor being either solid, 
aerial or liquid. 
In man sound detonates the eardrum, 
and iu that way when we are under 
water we discover little intelligible 
meaning from sounds. 
But the same 
vibrations are undoubtedly received by 
the exquisitely sensitive hearing intel- j 
llgence of a fish, lf I may use the 
term, In a different and far more im­ 
pressive way. By Intelligence I mean 
an 
instinctive recognition

Just as 
man recognizes a passing breatli of nir. 
It takes the form of feeling. 
I came to the conclusion thnt I 
would make a few experiments.

Then we placed thatched hur­ 
dles a day or two beforehand so that 
the fish might get accustomed to them 
in such a way that we could approach 
close to their haunts without being 
seen aud watch the unsuspecting trout 
through a small hole cut In the straw.

My friend undertook 
the noise making, I the observation. 
From the sound of a gunshot 500 
yards away, which made our trout dis- ;

: three yards from the fish, which did

ducts sensation to the fish as readily 
cs glass permits the penetration of 
light to this paper, in proportion to tile 
distances and the character of the 
sound, but that they did hear, or feel 
rather, and with Incredible quickness, 
too, was conclusively demonstrated. 
What they heard and were not alarm­ 
ed at I cannot tell, but when they were 
alarmed it was evident enough by the 
same kind of start they give when theit 
chief enemy suddenly peeps over the 
bank. 
In only two eases could I dis- 
cover actual fright, the fright that 
sends them down-a gunshot behind 
the hurdle and a heavy stamp of the 
foot near by. It is noteworthy that th* 
shrill sounds seemed to startle them 
most.
